WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE 


EDITH BARRETT, one of the most be- 
loved and accomplished young leading 
women of the American stage. Especial- 
ly well-liked in Dennis, where she ias 
often appeared for Mr. Moore at: The 
Cape Playhouse. “Mrs. Moonlight,” “Mary 
Rose,” “Michael and Mary,” “Romeo and 
Juliet,” were four of Miss Barrett’s New 
York successes which she later did in 
Dennis. Also there were “Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac”’ and “Caponsacchi” to provide her 
with roles each of which won her a per- 
sonal triumph. Last season she appeared 
in “The Perfect Marriage’ -in New_York. 

SHEPPERD STRUDWICK was born 
in North Carolina and graduated from 
the University of North Carolina in ‘1928. 
His initial interest in the theatre came 
while he attended college. His first pro- 
fessional stage role was with Charles 
Coburn’s revival of ‘The Yellow Jacket.” 
When the New York Theatre Guild call- 
ed Alexander Kirkland from “The Yel 
low Jacket,’ Strudwick was promoted 
to the leading role by Mr. Coburn.

was born in Tipperary, Ireland. Educa- 
ted in Ireland and at St. Dunstans Col- 
lege, London, he entered the theatre in 
London in 1893. He was brought to 
America by Charles Frohman in 1905 
and remained under his management for 
nine years, during which time he played 
leads with John Drew, Ethel  Barry- 
more, Maude Adams and Billie Burke. 
Has done directing for Shuberts, Al*H. 
Woods and William A. Brady. Began as 
a leading man in silent pictures, and 
since has made many pictures for Fox 
and other Hollywood companies, direc- 
ting both dialogue and acting as well as 
playing important roles himself. Has 


made his home on the coast for the past ~ 
four years. 

SELENE JOHNSON was coached for 
her first dramatic role by the minister of 
her church. She later attended the Amer 
ican Academy of Dramatic Arts and has 
toured the country from coast to coast in 
different productions and played in Hon- 
olulu with Daniel Frawley’s company.
